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Biotechnology entrepreneur speaks at SU Crime

Dr. Jack Chirikjian of Georgetown 
University to speak last week about 
why and how to start a business in 
biotechnology. Chirikjian’s seminar 
was held in an overflowing lecture 
hall last Thursday afternoon. 

Students, faculty and community 
members were in attendance, eager 
to take notes on the advice provided 
by Chirikjian. “Technology is the 
engine of economic growth in this 
country,” he told audience members. 

Sixty minutes were spent explain- 
ing the pros and cons of starting a 
business pertaining to everything 
from biochemistry to biotechnology.

“Failure is an orphan while suc- 
cess has many parents,” said 
Chirikjian in an attempt to warn his 
audience about potential pitfalls. 

He explained the importance of 
analyzing risks and rewards. Ina 
PowerPoint presentation Chirikjian 
listed issues to consider before 
opening a business. The risk of 
failure is high. Most new business 
owners do not bring home a pay- 
check for 12 to 24 months. He 
encouraged questioning if a product 
is needed. Chirikjian said you do 
not have to create a great invention; 
it has to be a usable invention. 

The Salisbury community was 
fortunate to host such an experi- 
enced professional. Chirikjian con- 
cluded by telling students, “It does 
not matter what you do in life. It is 
only important for you to be 


happy.”

Wednesday, Nov. 26 marked the 
start of a a three day terrorist 
attack took place in Mumbai, India 
killing over 170 people and injuring 
more than 300. Five bombs went 
off in the planned attack and gun- 
men were witnessed opening fire 
on innocent individuals. Two of 
the bombs exploded in taxis in the 
north Mumbai suburb of Vile 
Parle and on the Mazgaon 
Dockyard Road in south Mumbai. 
The other three bombs were set at 
the entrance to the Oberoi Trident 
Hotel and near the front and back

On Wednesday night, a suspi- 
cious bag was found about 100 
feet from the Taj Hotel entrance. 
Bomb-sniffing dogs were brought 
in and signaled to authorities that 
there were explosives inside the 
bag. The bag contained a metal 
box with approximately 17 pounds 
of a greasy, black explosive, 
Around 8 a.m. Thursday, another 
metal box was found near the 
hotel’s rear entrance containing the 
same type and amount of explo- 
sive as the other box.

It is now official: the United 
States is in a recession and has 
been for a year now. 

The National Bureau of 
Economic Research (NBER) 
announced their findings Dec. 1. 
The NBER is a non-profit, pri- 
vate research organization whose 
Business Cycle Dating 
Committee made the decision. 

NBER has declared the start 
and conclusion of all U.S. reces- 
sions since the 1920s and became 
the official authority in the 
1960s, when the Commerce 
Department adopted its business 
cycle dates. NBER usually does 
not make a recession official 
until the United States economy 
has been in said recession for 
several months or until said 
recession is over. 

The term “recession” is used 
when a country’s Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP) main- 
tains a negative growth factor 
more two or more consecutive 
quarters. 

The GDP recorded with a neg-

September quarter of this year, 
and numerous economists 
believe it is still falling in this 
current quarter at an even sharp- 
er pace. There was a peak in the 
United States economy in 
December 2007. 

According to NBER’s Web 
site, “The peak marks the end of 
the éxpansion that began in 
November 2001 and the begin- 
ning of a recession. The expan- 
sion lasted 73 months. The previ- 
ous expansion of the 1990s last- 
ed 120 months.” 

Many economists say the coun- 
try is dealing with the most 
severe financial crisis since the 
1930s Depression, as banks 
strain to deal with billions of 


“dollars in losses from loans. 


Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson commented on the deci- 
sion in a speech to business exec- 
utives in Washington. “While we 
ate making progress, the journey 
ahead will continue to be a diffi- 
cult one, but I have confidence 
that we are pursuing the right 
strategy to stabilize the financial 
system and support the flow of

Tuesday, Dec. 2 that the United 
States had warned India before the 
attacks. Indian officials were told 
that terrorists appeared to be plot- 
ting a water-borne attack on India’s 
financial capital. Since the attacks, 
several top Indian officials have 
resigned, fuelling criticism of the 
Indian government's lack of pre- 
paredness. 

“Without detracting from the 
heroic efforts, at the front line by 
the troops and police, this is a terri- 
ble indictment of the Indian intelli- 
gence apparatus,” said Stephen G. 
Vickers, president of International 
Risk Ltd., “A Hong Kong-based 
security company that issued a

credit into our economy.” 

He gave no specifics on what 
the Bush administration is actual- 
ly doing, however, just that they 
are trying to increase capital in 
financial institutions. 

When asked about the NBER 
decision, Paulson said that 
Americans have been dealing 
with the decline for a while and 
probably would not be surprised 
by the “big news.” 

He also stated that the admin- 
istration could tell the economy 
was declining at'a significant rate, 
and they had moved promptly to 
counter this problem - most like- 
ly referring to the $168 billion 
economic stimulus package 
Paulson pushed to Congress last 
February. 

The decision on the recession 
means that during the eight years 
that President Bush has been in 
office, the country has seen two 
recessions. The first lasted from 
March 2001 until November 
2001. The current recession, 
which will be a year old this 
month, has lasted longer than the 
10-month average for recessions 


in the post-World War II period.

Azam Amir Kasab, the only sur- 
viving attacker, was interrogated 
and told police that he and nine 
others, had trained for months in 
camps in Pakistan operated by the 
Pakistani militant group Lashkar-e- 
Taiba which has been banned there 
since 2002. Founded in the late 
1980s, the group aims to force 
India to withdraw from the disput- 
ed regions of Jammu and Kashmir 
and to create an Islamic caliphate 
in South Asia.

Thailand airport standoff 
leaves tourists stranded

Beginning November 26 pro- 
testors in Thailand shut down 
Bangkok’s primary airport for 
eight days in an attempt to force 
the resignation of Prime 
Minister Somchai Wongsawat. 
Somchai refused to step down 
despite the army chief’s call for 
new elections and stated over a 
televised address that he wotld 
not allow protestors to topple 
his elected government. The cri- 
sis ended when the country’s 
Constitutional Court ruled that 
Somchai and members of his 
party had committed electoral 
fraud and banned them from 
politics. 

Due to the airport standoff 
occurring during the height of 
Thailand’s tourism season, 
Thailand’s economy has become 

_ endangered,, adding to the 
already prominent political 
unrest and global financial prob- 
lems. Tourism makes up six per- 
cent of the country’s economy, 
and is continually slowing down 
due to concerns of instability. 

All flights were canceled, 
stranding those vacationing in 
the once sought after location. 
Frustrated passengers were 
bussed to nearby hotels, but 
were not able to fly home until 
the protestors left and the air- 
port reopened on Friday. Some 
tourists remain stranded due to 
the chaos still remaining in the 
airport’s flight schedule. 


The protest group, People’s 
Alliance for Democracy (PAD), 
seemed intent on the military 
intervening and bringing down 
the elected regime as it had in 
2006, when it overthrew the 
government of Somchai’s 
allegedly corrupt brother-in-law 
Thaksin Shinawatra. PAD 
remains strong and during the 
political crisis it seized control 
of not only two airports, but 
also the prime minister’s office 
compound. 

Protestors handed out flyers 
to the waiting travelers explain- 
ing why they took over the air- 
ports. However, many remained 
frustrated and wished to fly 
home for the Thanksgiving holi- 
day. Among the stranded 
tourists was a Baltimore couple 
vacationing in Thailand for their 
honeymoon. 

This past Wednesday, 
Thailand’s Constitutional Court 
ruled that Somchai and several 
of his supporters had bought 
votes in 2007’s election. As pun- 
ishment, those found guilty have 
been banned from Thai politics 
for five years and Somchai’s 
party, the People’s Power Party, 
has been disbanded. The deci- 
sion was greeted with cheers 
from the protestors, who left the 
airport on Wednesday. The 
leader of PAD has warned that 
protests would be called again if 
another corrupt government is 
put into power.

Black Friday trampling death |_ 
sign of lost holiday meaning

The day after Thanksgiving is 
the traditional start of the 
Christmas shopping season. 
Over the years, this day has 
become the crowning jewel in 
the commercialization of the 
holiday season, with hordes of 
shoppers massing outside stores 
hoping to take advantage of 
annual sales. The day is called 
Black Friday, traditionally 
because many retailers are now 
in the black ink of profits 
instead of the red ink of losses. 

This year, Black Friday took 
on a new meaning after a worker 
at a Wal-Mart in New York was 
killed. The mob of customers 
waiting outside the store broke 
through the doors before the 
Wal-Mart opened. In their haste 
to reach bargains, the stamped- 
ing shoppers injured several peo- 
ple, including a pregnant woman, 
and trampled 34-year-old 
Jdimytai Damour. After Damour 
was declared dead and the Wal- 
Mart was officially designated a 
crime scene, many shoppers still

vs. the Depression 


Perhaps things aren’t as bad as we think

One of the main comparisons 
stated in many news sources is 
that the current U.S. economy is 
similar to the way it was during 
the Depression timeframe. 
Nothing is what it seems though. 
Even though this similarity may 
seem apparent on the surface, the 
good news is that we are not 
headed for another Depression. 
This is due to the fact that the 
two crises are actually very differ- 
ent. In spite of their respective 
similarities, an outweighing differ- 
ence relates to the severity of the 
crises. The severity of this crisis 
and the severity of the 
Depression simply do not match 
up. 

To put things into perspective, 
try comparing the Nov. 2008 


unemployment rate of 6.7 percent 


to the massive 24 percent experi- 
enced during the Great 
Depression! “By and large, the 
Great Depression was the result 
of bad monetary policy in the 
1930s,” said Dr. Dustin Chambers 
of the SU Economics 
Department. The Federal 
Reserve had raised interest rates 
to maintain the Gold Standard — 


another aspect of monetary policy 


that currently does not exist — and 
failed to fulfill its duty as a 
“lender of last resort” to prop-up 
the failing Bank of the US. The 
obviously incorrect policy 
response resulted in the tremen- 
dous drop in the price level. This 
lead to the negative effects of 
reductions in respective revenues 


coupled with the “debt spiral,” 
which magnified the debt obliga-

tions of small businesses and 
farmers. 

During the current crisis, “the 
Federal Reserve has been more 
vigilant about stabilizing banks 
and aiding them with liquidity,” 
Chambers said. This means the 
central bank is being more proac- 
tive instead of reactive now with 
their policy decisions. Essentially, 
a preemptive approach has been 
taken through acting in coordina- 
tion with the government’s fiscal 
policy to avoid the full-blown eco- 
nomic meltdown experienced dur- 
ing the Depression. Other posi- 
tive aspécts as a result of the 
more effective monetary policy 
are: inflation is definitely easing, 
the middle class is fairly strong, 
trade policies are continuing to 
improve and there are major 

sources of global economic 
growth among the developing 
nations of Brazil, Russia, India 
and especially China. 

With a more optimistic outlook 
in effect for the U.S. economy, it 
is best to avoid thinking that we 
are headed for another 
Depression. This smaller crisis 
the U.S. is experiencing now will 
not hinder global capitalism in the 
way that it was hindered during 
the Depression, despite what 
some people may think. It is also 
important to realize and consider 
the greater variety of options 
available for both monetary and 
fiscal policies now, especially since 
they are at least attempting to act 
with coordination. Ang hopefully, 
continuing to learn from mistakes 

as a nation will ensure that the 
right things are done in the future 
to reduce the possibility of finan- 
cial crises.

This program 
was designed to aid those who 
would like to commit to good 
health and make positive lifestyle 
changes. 

Participants will create teams 
of four to six people and con- 
duct confidential monthly weigh- 
ins and body measurements 
throughout the program. Each 
team will also be weighed as a 
whole at the beginning, middle 
and end of the program to deter- 
mine the group that lost the 
highest percent of body fat. The 
winners will receive prizes as well 
as every team and participant, 
along with incentives to further 
motivate, teach and encourage 
positive life style changes. 

“Once you can establish a sup- 
port network of teams and mem- 
bership, people at work on lunch 
break can go on walks that will 
help people. It adds motivation; 
everyone needs support,” said 
Community Projects Director 
Deanna Harrell. 

Each of the 12 weeks features 
a variety of healthy activities 
such as seminars and classes in 
cycling, yoga and body sculpting, 


to name a few. The program also 















deals with such topics as nutri- 
tion, body image, emotional and 
stress eating, the importance of 
nutritional labels, health, wallet- 
friendly cooking classes and 
more. 

“The costs for this program 
are nominal,” Harrell said. 
Students, staff and members of 
any of the four other community 
collaborators pay only $20, 
whereas non-members pay $35. 
Participants are sure to get their 
money’s worth as there are, on 
top of the classes, seminars and 
events with a number of profes- 
sional dietitians and nutritionists 
from the Peninsula Regional 
Medical Center. 

“This is our first year. With 
other communities doing it, there 
is good community collaboration 
and we’re going to get bigger,” 
Harrell said. With over twenty 
teams of four and plenty of 
room for more, Harrell and col 
laborators project a very success 
ful program. “We’re not turning 
anyone away,” Harrell said. 

The program is geared toward 
adults and college students, but 
late teens with parental consent 
can join in on the healthy fun as 
well. There are also a number of 
alternative programs the YMCA 
has geared towards anyone inter 
ested, including children. 

The fun does not end after the 
twelve weeks as Harrell insists 
there is likely to be “possible fol 
low up events, such as a monthly 
walk or roller skating for those 
who participated.”

Wizards make bold move, fire coach

Washington, D.C. is officially 
going through some changes. 
Not only is the city preparing to 
welcome in a new President, but 
it is also on the cusp of produc- 
ing its first nationally recognized 
hip hop artist. Barack Obama 
will be taking office in January 
and rapper Wale’s highly antici- 
pated debut album drops in 
March. While this is the latest 
transition for D.C., the nation’s 
capital is no stranger to recon- 
struction. 

In May 2003, the Washington 
Wizards were reeling as they had 
just completed their sixth 
straight year of not making the 
postseason and their fifth 
straight year with a losing 
record. It was officially the end 
of the failed Michael Jordan 
expetiment with the final nail 
going in the coffin when M]J’s 
hand-picked head coach, Doug 
Collins, was fired. Called on to 
replace Collins was New Jersey 
Nets assistant coach Eddie 
Jordan, who had been on the 
Nets’ bench for the last two sea- 
sons as the Nets made consecu- 
tive trips to the NBA finals. In 
the five seasons since, the 
Wizards have made the playoffs 
four times under Jordan’s guid- 
ance. On Nov. 24, Washington 
fired Jordan and replaced him 
with director of player develop- 
ment Ed Tapscott, who up until 
appointment had never been a 
head coach in the NBA. 

“Tt just felt like we were going 
in the wrong direction,” said 
team president Ernie Grunfeld 
while talking to reporters about 
the team’s decision. “We needed 
to do things a little bit differ-

ent,’ Grunfeld added that the 
team’s 1-10 start was “unaccept 
able” and that a change had to 
be made. 

Grunfeld also told reporters 
that he planned to “evaluate 
everything” at the end of the 


season. This seems to indicate 


that Tapscott is only a temporary 


solution. Potential candidates 
include University of Tennessee 
head coach Bruce Pearl as well 
as former player and current 
analyst Mark Jackson. The team 
feels that their vacancy at head 
coach is one of the more attrac- 
tive jobs available in basketball 
due to the Wizards’ success in 
the past, which can be attributed 
in large part to Jordan. Wizards 
chairman Abe Pollin said he was 
grateful for what Jordan had 


done, and credited him for tak 


ing the franchise back to the 
play ffs. 

Injured starters Brendan 
Haywood and Gilbert Arenas are 
both out indefinitely and the 
Wizards rank close to last in 
every major statistical category. 
The team scores an average of 
94.6 points per game, but-sur 
render 103.4. They are last in the 
league in three-point shooting 
percentage and are 26 out of 29 
in rebounds per game. Last year, 
the Wizards started 0-5 and in 
the past two seasons Jordan led 
Washington to the postseason 
despite injuries to every single 
player on the roster. Grunfeld 
and Pollin both spoke about a 
need for change, but as forward 
Antawn Jamison noted “The

Men’s soccer receive 
academic honors

Though the SU men’s soccer sea- 
son ended in the first round of the 
NCAA tournament this year, the 
Gulls still have something to cheer 
about. 

The National Soccer Coaches 
Association of America (NSCAA) 
awarded Salisbury with its 2007-2008 
team academic award. Salisbury is 
one of 368 collegiate soccer teams 
nationwide (106 men, 262 women) 
to finish the season with a team 
GPA above 3.0. 

According to the NCSAA Web 
site, the National Soccer Coaches 
Association of America is the largest 
coaches’ organization in the United 
States, consisting of a board of 
26,000 members across the country 
who coach both genders at all levels 
of soccer across America. 

With Salisbury’s cumulative 3.10 
GPA, they join the 106 other qualify- 
ing men’s soccer teams from all divi- 
sions (1, II, and II) to receive this 
honor. Though the two highest over- 
all GPAs belong to Case Western . 
Reserve in Ohio and Amherst 
College in Massachusetts, at a GPA 
of 3.48 each, SU is only one of only 
three teams to represent the state of 
Maryland, along with Johns Hopkins 
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University (3.26 GPA) and Loyola 
College of Maryland (3.0 GPA). This 
also makes Salisbury the only team 
from the CAC conference to receive 
a men’s team award this season. 

Salisbury’s reception of this honor 
marks the third time since the award 
was instituted in 1996 by the 
NSCAA that Salisbury has won it. 
The first was in the 2002 season and 
then the Sea Gulls brought it home 
again to repeat the very next year in 
2003. 

The plaque will go nicely on 
Salisbury’s wall of success after win- 
ning their second consecutive CAC 
championship this season - theit sev- 
enth CAC title overall. They also 
earned their eighth NCAA tourna- 
ment appearance led by four All- 
CAC first team selections in junior 
midfielder Alex Hargrove, junior 
defenseman Justin McGrath, sopho- 
more forward Mike Napolitano, jun- 
ior forward Kyle Sterling and one 
All-CAC second team selection in 
senior defender Ryan Chacon. 

Salisbury’s 28-member squad in 
this 2008 season consisted of six 
freshmen, eight sophomores, 10 jun- 
iors and four seniors. If the team can 
keep their grades on the rise, they 
could have another championship on 
the line: their second academic 
honors next season.
